I  submit  for  your  information  and  consideration  my  twenty-second 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  your  District. 

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 

The  Rural  District  of  Ringwood  and  Fordingbridge  is,  in  area,  the 
third  largest  County  District  in  Hampshire.  It  lies  along  the  south-west 
border  of  the  County  and  is  separated  from  the  sea  by  the  narrow  coastal 
town  of  Christchurch.  The  river  Avon  traverses  the  District  from  north 
to  south  running  through  a  fertile  valley  with  forest  and  open  barren 
heathland  on  either  side. 

The  District  contains  16  parishes  of  very  varying  size  and  population 
and  with  a  total  area  of  some  140  square  miles.  The  population  shows 
a  steady  increase,  entirely  as  the  result  of  immigration  since,  with  an 
ageing  population  including  many  who  are  retired,  deaths  normally  exceed 
births.  The  population  increase  in  the  past  10  years  is  18% 

The  main  industry  is  agriculture  with  the  emphasis  on  dairy  farming 
but  in  addition  there  is  a  vast  aircraft  factory,  a  foundry  engaged  in  the 
production  of  motor  car  parts,  extensive  gravel  workings  and  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  of  light  industry.

LUNG  CANCER 

27  people  from  the  District  died  of  lung  cancer  during  the  year,  of 
whom  six  were  women.  This  is  the  largest  total,  both  of  men  and  of 
women  to  have  died  of  this  condition  in  any  one  year  and  raises  the 
number  who  have  died  in  the  District  during  the  past  ten  years  to  165. 
Of  this  year’s  deaths  12  were  under  the  age  of  65,  9  men  and  3  women. 

The  national  total  of  deaths  from  this  smoking  inflicted  disease  continues 
to  rise  year  by  year  and  has  now  reached  28,826,  of  whom  4,930  were 
women.  This  is  an  increase  of  576  over  the  previous  total,  and  while  the 
increase  is  rather  less  than  the  average  annual  increase  in  recent  years,  it 
is  hardly  a  cause  for  rejoicing,  when  there  is  so  much  unnecessary  death. 


GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 
1.  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  area  is  served  by  two  constituent  laboratories  of  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service.  One  is  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  G.  J.  G.  King 
and  is  presently  being  transferred  from  Boscombe  to  new  premises  at  the 
new  Poole  General  Hospital.  The  other  is  at  Salisbury  where  the 
Director  is  Dr.  P.  J.  Wormald.  In  both  cases  the  Directors  are  available 
as  consultants  in  field  work.

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2.  Hospitals

3.  Tuberculosis 

The  clinic  facilities  for  the  treatment,  prevention,  and  after-care  of  this 
infection  are  provided  jointly  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the 
County  Council.  Cases  south  of  Fordingbridge  come  under  the  care  of 
the  Chest  Physician  at  Christchurch,  and  those  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  area  under  the  Chest  Physician  at  Salisbury.  Chest  Physicians  hold 
joint  appointments,  and  Health  Visitors  are  provided  by  the  County 
Council.

5.  School  Health  Services

Special  clinics  are  held  at  the  County  Council  Health  Clinic,  Christ¬ 
church,  and  at  the  County  Coimcil  Dental  Clinic  in  Ringwood. 


6.  Smallpox  Vaccination 

Treatment  is  principally  carried  out  by  family  doctors  but  is  also 
available  at  Child  Health  Clinics.  Records  for  children  up  to  the  age 
of  16  are  maintained  by  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer.  Treatment  is  free,  but  family  doctors  normally 
charge  for  certificates  of  vaccination.

8.  Measles  Vaccination 

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Health  accepted  a  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Vaccination  and  Immunisation  that 
Measles  Vaccination  with  a  live  attenuated  vaccine  should  be  made  avail¬ 
able  for  children  up  to  age  15. 

In  the  first  place  supplies  of  vaccine  were  limited  and  were  reserved 
for  children  between  the  ages  of  4  and  7  and  for  children  at  Day 
Nurseries  and  Nursery  Schools  from  age  one.  Later,  as  supplies  in¬ 
creased,  the  whole  age  range  was  covered. 

Vaccination  sessions  were  arranged  in  schools  and  day  nurseries  and 
in  addition  family  doctors  treated  children  at  their  surgeries.  A  good 
response  was  obtained  and  at  the  time  of  writing  it  is  apparent  that  vac¬ 
cination  has  already  had  a  considerable  effect  on  the  epidemiological 
patterns  of  the  disease.  In  what  should  have  been  a  “measles  year”  the 
expected  outbreak  has  not  occurred  locally  and  nationally  measles  notifi¬ 
cations  have  reached  no  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  expected  numbers.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  District  is  supplied  with  water  from  the  mains  of  the  West 
Hampshire  Water  Company  whose  principal  works  are  in  the  Borough 
of  Christchurch,  where  the  supply  is  taken  from  the  River  Avon.  In 
1957  the  Company  developed  an  additional  source  from  deep  boreholes 
in  the  chalk  at  Hale  Park  and  this  now  supplies  most  of  this  District. 
The  borehole  water  is  subjected  to  marginal  chlorination  and  is  treated 
to  remove  excess  dissolved  carbon  dioxide  and  iron. 

Raw  and  treated  waters  from  the  Hale  bores  are  examined  twice  a  week 
at  the  Company’s  own  water  testing  laboratory  which  is  in  charge  of  a 
qualified  chemist  and  bacteriologist.  In  addition,  periodic  samples  are 
sent  to  an  outside  laboratory. 

During  the  year  20  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  sources  of  supply 
other  than  the  mains;  11  of  these  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Stage  Ha  of  the  St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives  Scheme  was  completed  in 
July  1968,  together  with  works  to  connect  Stage  I  to  the  Moors  River 
Disposal  Works.  The  final  stage,  less  the  Avon  Castle  section,  was 
commenced  in  September. 

The  Bransgore  scheme  was  completed  in  June. 

The  sewering  of  Sandleheath.  and  extensions  to  the  Fordingbridge 
Works,  commenced  in  December. 

Burley  was  programmed  for  1969  but  at  the  time  of  writing  it  seems 
likely  that  restrictions  on  capital  expenditure  will  result  in  deferral. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES 

Milk  production  in  the  area  is  supervised  by  officials  of  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food.  Retail  Distribution  is  supervised  by 
officers  of  this  Council. 

There  is  no  pasteurising  plant  within  the  District.

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SAMPLING  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS 

The  County  Council  is  the  sampling  authority  and  the  following  report 
on  sampling  within  this  District  has  been  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  J.  S. 
Preston,  Chief  Sampling  Officer. 

During  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1969,  125  samples  were  procured 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955,  within  the  area  of  the  Ringwood 
and  Fordingbridge  Rural  District  Council. 


Milk  Samples 

93  samples  of  milk,  including  eight  of  “  Channel  Islands,”  were 
obtained*  three  being  unsatisfactory.  Two  were  slightly  deficient  in 
fat  but  due  to  natural  causes  and  not  involving  offences.  The  results 
were,  however,  made  known  to  the  producers  concerned.  The  third 
sample  contained  0.2  international  units  per  millilitre  of  antibiotics,  stated 
as  penicillin,  and  in  view  of  the  relatively  high  rate  of  contamination, 
proceedings  were  instituted.  These  resulted  in  the  defendant  producer 
being  fined  £20  and  ordered  to  pay  costs  amounting  to  £17.16.0. 


Miscellaneous  Samples 

32  samples  of  articles  other  than  milk  were  obtained,  one  being  the 
subject  of  an  adverse  report.  This  was  a  sample  of  Dried  Bananas,  the 
carton  of  which  bore  a  statement  that  one  pound  of  the  dried  commodity 
was  equivalent  to  8J  pounds  of  fresh  bananas.  The  claim  was  found 
not  to  be  justified,  the  correct  equivalent  being  5 \  pounds.  The  matter 
was  referred  to  the  manufacturer,  who  attributed  the  mistatement  to  a 
printing  error  and  agreed  to  make  immediate  amendment. 


General 

In  addition  to  the  samples  taken  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
the  usual  attention  was  given  to  the  labels  and  descriptions  of  food  and 
drugs  under  the  provisions  of  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order  and  the  Phar¬ 
macy  and  Medicines  Act.  No  discrepancies  of  consequence  occurred. 

The  results  obtained  during  the  first  year  of  the  recent  programme  of 
sampling  of  foodstuffs  for  pesticide  residues  indicated  a  satisfactory  situ¬ 
ation  in  the  County  area.  The  full  results  for  the  second  year  are  not 
yet  available. 


FOOD  AND  FOOD  PREMISES 

The  systematic  survey  of  food  premises  continues:  9  were  inspected 
for  the  first  time  and  40  re-inspections  were  made.  The  general  standard 
remains  satisfactory. 
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HOUSING 

41  Council  houses  were  completed  during  the  year  and  there  was  a 
slight  reduction  in  the  waiting  list  for  Council  houses. 

There  was  a  considerable  increase  in  the  number  of  private  houses 
constructed. 

The  survey  of  unfit  houses  continues;  56  houses  were  inspected,  8  unfit 
houses  were  demolished  and  26  were  made  fit  by  formal  or  informal 
action.

PROBLEM  FAMILIES  MEETINGS 
Two  meetings  of  the  co-ordinating  committee  were  held.  There  has 
been  an  appreciable  reduction  in  the  number  of  families  under  discussion. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948:  SECTION  47: 

One  old  man  was  admitted  to  a  County  Council  old  people’s  home  in 
December  as  the  result  of  a  Section  47  Order. 

A  further  case  was  seriously  considered  for  action  but  the  position  was 
resolved  by  the  patient  becoming  ill  and  being  admitted  to  hospital  where 
she  subsequently  died. 

HURN  AIRPORT: 

Passenger  traffic  increased  to  37,959  during  the  year,  almost  double 
the  previous  year  but  this  was  due  largely  to  the  one  scheduled  service 
operating  throughout  the  year,  instead  of  for  only  part  of  the  previous 
year.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  purchase  of  the  airport  by  Dorset  and 
Bournemouth  will  result  in  increased  usage. 

The  airport  continued  in  use  for  charter  flights,  flight  testing  and  flying 
training.  The  Air  Traffic  Control  School  remains  in  operation. 

Dr.  Cauchi  and  myself  remain  on  call  for  emergency  port  health  duties. 
Only  one  aircraft  arrived  from  an  infected  area. 

PUBLIC  SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  only  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District  is  the  open  air  pool  at 
Ringwood  which  is  run  by  the  Parish  Council  and  which  was  fully  des¬ 
cribed  in  the  1959  report.  The  water  is  drawn  from  the  mains  and  is 
continuously  circulated,  filtered  and  chlorinated. 

12  samples  from  the  pool  were  subjected  to  laboratory  examination  with 
satisfactory  results  on  each  occasion. 

GENERAL  REMARKS: 

The  health  of  the  District  was  satisfactory  throughout  the  year. 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  was  low.  The  Measles 
notified  were  a  carry-over  from  the  outbreak  of  the  previous  year  and 
occurred  prior  to  the  introduction  of  Measles  Vaccination  in  the  early 
summer. 
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The  estimated  mid-year  population  rose  by  540  to  30,420 — double  the 
increase  of  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  rose  slightly,  reversing  the  trend  of  recent  years. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  rose  and  was  the  highest  since  1962. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  by  35  to  495.  Deaths  exceeded  births 
by  85.  53%  of  all  deaths  were  inhabitants  over  the  age  of  75.  A  record 

number  of  deaths  resulted  from  lung  cancer. 

Continued  progress  was  made  with  slum  clearance. 

Further  steady  progress  has  been  made  with  sewerage  schemes  through¬ 
out  the  District. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  again  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration,  my  colleagues  in  other 
departments  for  their  advice  and  assistance,  and  in  particular  Mr.  Upstone 
and  his  Staff  for  their  pleasant  co-operation.

No  Statutory  action  was  taken  under  this  Act. 
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Rent  Act,  1965 

This  Act,  which  came  into  force  on  the  8th  December,  1965,  introduced, 
inter  alia,  “regulated  tenancies”,  provided  protection  against  harassment 
and  eviction  of  tenants  and  occupiers,  and  gave  special  protection  to 
agricultural  workers  in  tied  cottages;  it  is  administered  by  the  County 
Council. 

Improvements  and  Conversions 

The  making  of  Discretionary  Improvement  Grants,  suspended  in  Jan¬ 
uary,  1965,  as  a  result  of  the  then  financial  situation,  was  not  re-com¬ 
menced,  but  it  was  agreed  in  principle  to  offer  Grants  to  the  Trustees  of 
the  Quadrant  Almshouses,  Fordingbridge,  in  respect  of  the  conversion  of 
six  Almshouses  into  eight  flats. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  in  1951,  226  applications  have  been 
approved  for  279  units  of  accommodation.  At  the  3 1st  December,  1968, 
the  total  amount  paid  in  Discretionary  Grants,  allowing  for  Grants  with¬ 
drawn  or  repaid,  amounted  to  £79,478,  the  total  amount  approved  by  the 
Council  being  £82,987. 

Three  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

52  preliminary  enquiries  were  received  in  respect  of  Standard  Grants; 
31  applications  were  approved,  the  total  possible  maximum  Grant  involved 
being  £5,719  10s.  Od.  Two  requests  that  the  Council  fix  a  rent  in  excess 
of  the  limit  imposed  by  Section  20  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  were  refused, 
as  the  dwellings  were  subject  to  controlled  tenancies.  378  Standard 
Grants  have  been  approved  since  the  introduction  of  the  Scheme  in  June, 
1959.  At  the  31st  December,  1968,  the  total  amount  paid,  allowing  for 
Grants  withdrawn  or  repaid,,  amounted  to  £36,663  3s.  Id.,  the  total  amount 
approved  being  £59,541  Os.  Od. 

One  hundred  and  sixty  four  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

Applications  for  site  licences  were  refused  in  25  instances  where  Plan¬ 
ning  permission  had  been  refused. 
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Legal  proceedings  were  authorised  in  3  cases;  in  one  the  prosecution 
was  successful  and  the  occupier  fined,  another  is  pending,  and  in  the  other 
proceedings  were  deferred  for  a  year  owing  to  the  personal  circumstances 
of  the  occupant.  A  case  authorised  but  not  settled  in  1967  was  dropped, 
where  the  contravention  had  ceased,  and  another  was  successfully  prosecuted 
and  the  occupants  fined. 

There  is  one  site  in  the  District  with  60  caravans,  run  by  the  Caravan 
Club,  where  a  licence  is  not  in  force  as  it  is  covered  by  a  Certificate  of 
Exemption;  these  Certificates  are  issued  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and 
Local  Government  to  certain  organisations  where  he  is  satisfied  that 
their  objects  include  the  encouragement  or  promotion  of  recreational 
activities;  a  further  6  sites,  each  limited  to  a  maximum  of  5  caravans  at 
any  one  time,  are  also  without  licences  as  they  are  Certificated  by  this  or 
another  Exempted  Organisation.  2  sites  in  Ringwood,  with  6  and  2 
caravans  respectively,  being  part  of  or  adjoining  land  on  which  building 
or  civil  engineering  operations  are  being  carried  out,  are  also  exempted 
from  licensing. 

The  Council’s  own  Caravan  Site  at  North  Poulner  Road,  Ringwood, 
opened  in  April,  1966,  has  standings  for  96  residential  and  2  itinerant 
caravans. 

5  families  are  accommodated  at  The  Gravel  Pit.  Godshill,  a  site 
leased  in  1962  by  the  Council  and  reserved  for  the  use  of  gypsies, 
travellers  and  the  like. 

The  Forestry  Commission  caravanning  and  camping  site  at  Holmsley 
Airfield  has  accommodation  for  a  population  of  2,000  (500  caravans  and 
250  tents). 

Six  hundred  and  ninety  six  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 


Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269 

3  licences  to  use  moveable  dwellings  were  renewed;  all  expire  on  the 
31st  December,  1968,  and  all  sites  have  Planning  permission  or  existing 
use  rights. 

1  licence  was  issued  for  the  use  of  a  camping  site  for  60  tents;  there 
are  now  6  licensed  sites  in  the  District,  with  a  total  of  495  tents.  Sites 
cannot  be  controlled  under  this  Section  if  used  for  less  than  42  consecutive 
days  or  less  than  60  days  in  any  one  year. 

Fifty  seven  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 


REHABILITATION  CENTRE 

No  further  families  from  the  County  Council  Centre  at  Thorneyhill 
were  re- housed  during  the  year;  since  August,  1964,  when  the  Centre  was 
opened,  the  Council  has  re-housed  3  families  at  Brick  Lane  and  Whitelands. 
It  was  agreed  that  re-housing  of  the  remaining  families  should  be  carried 
out  as  expeditiously  as  possible  so  that  the  Centre  could  be  run  down  and 
closed. 
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GYPSY  CAMPS 

Continued  efforts  were  made  to  move  the  two  remaining  families  from 
the  site  at  Millersford  Bottom,  Woodgreen,  who  steadfastly  refuse  to  go 
into  the  Rehabilitation  Centre;  the  County  Council  is  purchasing  the  site 
compulsorily  but  completion  cannot  take  place  until  the  site  is  vacated. 
It  was  agreed  between  the  Council,  the  County  Welfare  Department  and 
the  owners  of  The  Gravel  Pit,  Godshill,  that  one  family  could  move  there 
early  in  1969  and  that  if  a  trial  period  with  supervision  by  the  County 
Welfare  Worker  proved  satisfactory  the  remaining  family  should  also  be 
accommodated  there. 

Millersford  Bottom  is  the  last  remaining  gypsy  camp  within  the  District. 

5  caravans  occupied  by  gypsy  families,  who  had  come  from  Marlborough, 
were  found  stationed  on  land  at  Grim’s  Ditch,  Martin.  Proceedings  were 
authorised  against  the  landowner,  a  Bournemouth  man,  who  arranged  for 
the  caravans  to  be  towed  off  the  site  on  to  thp  highway,  from  whence  they 
were  immediately  re-positioned  by  the  occupiers  on  an  adjoining  piece  of 
land  but  were  again  towed  off,  and  eventually  left  the  District.  The 
County  Council  was  asked  to  approach  the  Dorset  and  Wiltshire  County 
Councils  regarding  the  formulation  of  a  joint  policy  for  the  establishment 
of  permanent  sites  for  itinerant  gypsies. 

Since  1949  this  Council  has  housed  a  total  of  62  families  of  gypsies  or 
those  with  gypsy  backgrounds. 

Twelve  visits  and  inspections  were  made.

The  Liaison  Committee  on  Pest  Control  meets  at  six-monthly  intervals 
to  discuss  rodent  control  problems  and  pests  generally.

This  Act  makes  provision,,  inter  alia,  for  the  orderly  disposal  of  disused 
vehicles  and  equipment  and  other  rubbish;  it  is  now  a  statutory  offence 
to  abandon  a  motor  vehicle,  or  any  other  thing  brought  there  for  the 
purpose,  on  any  land  in  the  open  air  (or  on  other  land  forming  part  of  a 
highway)  without  lawful  authority. 
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The  Council  may  now  collect  and  dispose  of  any  article  (other  than  a 
motor  vehicle)  in  the  open  air  believed  to  have  been  abandoned,  and 
from  the  27th  July  had  a  duty  to  remove  and  dispose  of  vehicles 
believed  to  have  been  abandoned;  11  vehicles  were  dealt  with,  the 
owners  in  3  cases  being  untraceable.  Under  this  Act  the  Police  prosecuted 
9  offenders  for  abandoning  litter  or  motor  vehicles,  and  were  successful  in 
8  cases.

SEWERAGE 

The  Council  re-considered  a  report  I  prepared  in  1967  regarding 
sewerage  in  the  District  generally,  with  recommendations  as  to  future 
programming,  but  decided  that  in  view  of  the  present  commitments  no 
further  Schemes  should  be  contemplated  until  work  on  the  Burley  Scheme 
was  in  progress. 

The  installation  of  a  V.H.F.  Radiotelephone/Sewage  Pumping  Station 
High  Level  Warning  System  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £6,000  was  agreed  in 
principle;  there  will  be  radio  communication  between  10  pumping  stations 
and  4  vehicles  via  a  central  control  at  the  Public  Offices,  and  night  monitor 
receivers  in  the  homes  of  2  officers.  Other  pumping  stations,  as  and 
when  built,  can  be  connected  to  the  warning  system. 

Ringwood 

During  the  year  159  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  31st  December  of  2,624,  including  596  Council  houses. 

The  recorded  flow  of  sewage  passing  through  the  Works  during  the 
year  was  152,472,000  gallons,  the  highest  daily  flow  of  906,000  gallons 
being  recorded  in  December  and  the  lowest,  308,000  gallons,  in  March. 
All  samples  of  effluent  examined  were  satisfactory. 
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The  present  sludge  load  at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  such  that 
cold  digestion  is  inefficient,  and  the  Council  agreed  to  the  conversion  of 
the  sludge  digestion  tank  from  cold  to  hot  at  an  estimated  cost  of  £18,000, 
which  the  Ministry  approved,  and  instructions  were  accordingly  given  to 
the  Consulting  Engineers  to  prepare  a  scheme. 

Fordingbridge 

During  the  year  65  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  31st  December  of  896,  including  255  Council  houses. 

3  lengths  of  sewer,  approximately  240ft.,  130ft.  and  175ft.,  laid  by 
private  developers  and  serving  9,  6  and  10  dwellings  respectively,  were 
satisfactorily  completed  and  taken  over  as  public  sewers. 

52,628,000  gallons  of  sewage,  including  re-circulation,  were  dealt  with 
at  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  during  the  year.  Highest  daily  flow, 
256,000  gallons,  was  recorded  on  the  23rd  December  and  the  lowest,  93,000 
gallons,  on  the  16th  November.  All  samples  of  effluent  taken  by  the  Avon 
and  Dorset  River  Authority  were  satisfactory. 

The  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  requested  the  Council 
to  review  the  proposed  Sandleheath  Sewerage  Scheme  in  the  light  of  the 
increased  necessity  to  restrict  capital  expenditure,  and  suggested  that  the 
normal  remedial  action  available  to  local  authorities  could  suffice  for  a 
rather  longer  period,  but  I  advised  that  the  sewering  of  Sandleheath  was 
urgently  necessary,  as  were  the  alterations  and  extensions  to  the  Fording¬ 
bridge  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  The  Ministry  subsequently  agreed  to 
tenders  being  invited,  a  tender  of  £81,417.  6s.  lid.  was  accepted  and  works 
commenced  on  the  30th  December,  the  contract  period  being  18  months. 

Burton  and  Winkton 

During  the  year  29  premises  were  connected  to  the  sewer,  making  a 
total  at  31st  December,  of  492,  including  163  Council  houses. 

Bransgore  and  Thorneyhill 

This  Scheme,  for  which  a  tender  of  £241,273.  18s.  lid.  was  accepted, 
commenced  in  May,  1966,  and  was  completed  sufficiently  to  allow  con¬ 
nections  to  the  sewers  to  be  made  on  the  17th  June. 

428  premises  were  connected  to  the  new  sewers,  including  100  Council 
houses. 

St.  Leonards  and  St.  Ives 

Stage  II A  of  the  Scheme,  being  additional  sewers  to  the  west  of  Wools- 
bridge  Road  and  works  to  connect  Stage  I  to  the  Disposal  Works  of  the 
Wimborne  and  Cranborne  Rural  District  Council  on  the  Moors  River, 
for  which  a  tender  of  £178,163.  19s.  lOd.  was  accepted,  and  which  was 
commenced  in  December,  1966,  was  completed  in  July  and  the  sewers 
taken  over;  the  completed  sewers  and  Pumping  Stations  of  Stage  I,  taken 
over  in  1967,  also  became  “live”  and  available  for  connections  to  be  made 
thereto.  A  tender  of  £174,958.  7s.  lid.  was  accepted  for  the  next  Stage, 
being  the  remaining  sewers  draining  to  the  west  but  excluding  the  Avon 
Castle  area  which  will  drain  to  the  Ringwood  Sewage  Disposal  Works,  and 
work  commenced  early  in  September,  the  contract  period  being  18  months. 
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367  premises  were  connected  to  the  new  sewers,  including  16  Council 
houses. 

Burley 

This  Scheme,  estimated  to  cost  £275,882,  and  designed  to  serve  a 
population  of  1,300,  is  programmed  to  commence  in  September,  1969, 
with  completion  in  March,  1971.  The  Consulting  Engineers  proposed  a 
re-routing  of  the  trunk  sewer  to  the  Ringwood  Disposal  Works  via  the 
disused  railway  line,  which  would  effect  savings  in  capital  outlay  and 
eventual  pumping  costs,  and  they  were  instructed  to  prepare  an  amended 
Scheme  for  submission  to  the  Ministry. 

Exhausting  of  Cesspools  and  Septic  Tanks 

During  1968  occupiers  of  1,834  premises  took  advantage  of  this  scheme, 
whereby  the  Council  bears  half  the  cost  of  exhausting  cesspools  and  septic 
tanks  of  dwelling  houses  and  business  premises  where  sewers  are  not 
available,  at  a  cost  to  the  Council  of  £9,502.  13s.  3d.,  not  including 
administrative  expenses.  This  compares  with  1,848  premises  and  £7,764 
in  1967  and  1,833  premises  and  £6,692  in  1966,  and  should  decrease 
sharply  in  1969  with  the  new  sewers  now  available. 

SURFACE  WATER  DRAINAGE 

An  order  was  given  to  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority  to  carry  out 
the  agreed  works  for  Clockhouse  Stream  (Bransgore  surface  water  drain¬ 
age)  estimated  to  cost  this  Council  £23,862,  and  works  were  commenced. 

A  tender  of  £1,770  was  accepted  for  works  to  alleviate  flooding  at  the 
Woolpack  Inn,  Sopley,  to  be  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  the  Avon 
and  Dorset  River  Authority,  costs  to  be  apportioned  equally  between  this 
Council,  the  County  Council  and  the  Brewers  concerned,  and  the  contract 
was  completed. 

The  Council  agreed  in  principle  to  the  improvement  of  Sweatford 
Water,  Fordingbridge,  between  Moxham  Mill  and  the  disused  railway 
line,  for  which  the  Avon  and  Dorset  River  Authority  was  requested  to 
prepare  a  Scheme  and  which  they  estimated  would  cost  £4,718;  this  will 
alleviate  present  flooding,  and  includes  land  proposed  for  development  on 
the  Fordingbridge  Township  Plan. 

An  approach  was  made  to  the  County  Council  regarding  a  joint  scheme, 
to  which  this  Council  has  already  agreed  in  principle,  to  deal  with  the  long 
term  problem  arising  from  the  lack  of  adequate  surface  water  drainage  in 
the  North  Poulner,  Hangersley,  Eastfield  Lane  and  Crow  areas  of  Ring- 
wood,  where  extensive  residential  development  is  already  taking  place  or 
will  take  place  in  the  future. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  Council  provides  a  collection  of  all  household  refuse  weekly  in  the 
Parish  of  Ringwood  and  the  Lighting  Area  of  Fordingbridge,  and  fort¬ 
nightly  in  all  other  areas.  Dustbins  are  collected  from  within  the 
curtilage  of  premises  where  the  occupants  produce  a  doctor’s  certificate  of 
incapacity;  in  all  other  cases  receptacles  are  required  to  be  placed  outside 
premises  as  near  as  practicable  to  the  roadway  along  which  the  freighter 
proceeds.

The  survey  of  dustbins  was  continued,  involving  a  total  of  three  hundred 
and  six  visits  and  inspections,  and  informal  Notices  served  on  the  occupiers 
of  dwellings  where  proper  dustbins  had  not  been  provided.  4  Statutory 
Notices  were  subsequently  served  under  Section  75  of  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936. 

70,035  cubic  yards  of  refuse  was  collected  throughout  the  District  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Dump  at  Verwood  Road,  Somerley,  compared  with 
66,474  and  60,546  cubic  yards  in  1967  and  1966  respectively. 

The  refuse  collection  vehicles  covered  a  total  mileage  of  52,484  during 
the  year,  compared  with  48,349  in  1967  and  46,568  in  1966.

Council  for  the  entire  annual  cost  of  cleansing  these  roads  (some  £4,000) 

but  early  in  the  year  the  County  stated  that  owing  to  the  drastic  economies 
they  were  being  forced  to  adopt  they  were  not  proposing  to  pay  for  any 
street  cleansing  for  the  months  of  April,  May  and  June,  with  the  exception 
of  the  emptying  of  litter  bins.  This  Council  challenged  the  decision  of 
the  County  Council,  under  Section  72(2)  (b)  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1936  and  appealed  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to 
arbitrate  in  the  matter,  and  a  decision  is  still  awaited. 

Litter 

The  Council  operates  a  full-time  litter  collection  service  which  besides 
the  emptying  of  receptacles  includes  picking  up  litter  dumped  on  verges 
and  picnic  spots.  39  receptacles  are  sited  throughout  the  District;  a 
further  1  was  provided  at  the  request  of  a  Parish  Council  and  2  others  at 
the  request  of  a  Chamber  qf  Commerce.  A  contribution  at  the  rate  of 
£11  5s.  Od.  per  week  in  the  summer  months  and  £2  5s.  Od.  per  week  in 
the  winter  is  made  by  the  County  Council  in  respect  of  collections  at 
lay-byes  etc.

CAR  PARKS 

The  park  at  The  Furlong,  Ringwood,  has  accommodation  for  226  cars, 
13  lorries  or  coaches  and  20  bicycles.  A  gravel  track  was  laid  and 
fencing  and  other  works  carried  out  at  a  cost  of  approximately  £650  on 
the  grassland  adjoining  this  car  park,  which  the  Council  have  on  licence 
from  the  County  Council,  and  which  provides  temporary  accommodation 
for  an  additional  300  cars;  two  attendants  are  employed  on  Wednesdays. 
It  is  anticipated  that  the  Council  will  eventually  be  able  to  purchase  the 
greater  part  of  this  grassland,  when  the  A. 31  Trunk  Road  proposals  are 
finalised,  to  form  a  permanent  extension. 

Efforts  were  made  to  find  suitable  sites  for  car  parking  on  the  south 
side  of  Ringwood.  An  approach  was  made  to  the  owner  of  a  site  on 
The  Bickerley,  who  lodged  a  strong  protest  against  such  use,  and  negotia¬ 
tions  were  opened  with  British  Rail  regarding  the  disused  railway  track 
from  Ringwood  Station  to  the  County  boundary,  part  of  which  would  be 
suitable  for  car  parking. 

At  Roundhill,  Fordingbridge,  accommodation  exists  for  165  cars  and  2 
coaches,  together  with  reserved  areas  for  motor-cycles  and  bicycles. 
Negotiations  to  purchase  land  to  the  south  of  the  High  Street,  which  is 
scheduled  in  the  Township  Plan  for  car  parking,  continued. 

CATTLE  POUND 

No  use  was  made  of  the  pound  during  the  year;  before  the  fencing  and 
gridding  of  the  main  Trunk  Roads  through  the  Forest,  carried  out  in  1964, 
it  was  customary  for  up  to  200  animals  to  be  impounded  annually. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

Decorating  works  were  carried  out  to  the  conveniences  at  Fordingbridge 
and  those  at  the  car  park,  Ringwood,  and  major  repairs  and  decorations, 
including  the  installation  of  “vandal  proof”  wash-hand  basins  (which 
description  has  proved  inaccurate)  to  those  in  the  Market  Place,  Ringwood, 
where  the  roof  was  badly  affected  by  dry  rot. 


STREET  NAMING  AND  NUMBERING 


Schemes  were  prepared  for  naming  and  numbering  one  existing  and  one 
new  estate,  and  for  numbering  an  existing  road;  work  is  also  in  hand  to 
number  or  re-number  the  whole  of  the  Fordingbridge  Lighting  Area.

Legal  proceedings  were  authorised  in  one  case  but  not  taken  as  works  to 
rectify  the  contravention  were  carried  out. 

The  Council  has  power  to  relax  Regulations  in  certain  cases,  others 
must  be  referred  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government;  3 
such  applications  referred,  regarding  structural  fire  precautions  to  roofs, 
were  all  approved.  The  Council  approved  relaxations  in  14  cases,  relating 
to  open  spaces,  chimneys  and  flues  and  dimensions  of  cesspools  and 
septic  tanks,  and  refused  one  application  regarding  guard  rails  to  a  stair¬ 
way  and  landing;  the  applicant  appealed  to  the  Minister  against  this 
decision  but  the  appeal  was  dismissed. 

NEW  STREET  BYELAWS 

6  plans  were  received  and  seven  inspections  made  in  connection  with 
works  of  laying  out  new  streets. 

PRIVATE  STREET  WORKS 

Hampton  Drive,  Seymour  Road,  Addison  Square  and  Meadow  Road, 
Ringwood,  and  a  short  cul-de-sac  at  Godshill,  made  up  by  the  County 
Council  in  1967,  were  taken  over  as  highways  maintainable  at  the  public 
expense;  phases  I  and  II  of  Hightown  Gardens,  together  with  Bickerley 
Gardens,  Ringwood,  Brympton  Estate  and  the  Elmwood  Avenue  exten¬ 
sion,  Fordingbridge,  all  privately  developed  estates,  were  taken  over,  as 
was  the  Council’s  Spittlefields  estate,  Ringwood.  Lions  Lane,  Wools- 
bridge  Road,  Laurel  Lane,  part  of  Sandy  Lane  and  part  of  Windsor  Close, 
St.  Leonards,  where  sewer  laying  operations  have  been  completed,  have 
also  been  made  up  and  taken  over. 

FOOTPATHS 

No  objection  was  raised  to  the  extinguishment  of  a  short  length  of  foot¬ 
path  at  Rockbourne,  or  the  diversion  of  another  owing  to  gravel  workings, 
also  at  Rockbourne. 

One  visit  was  made. 

TOWN  AND  COUNTRY  PLANNING 

Development  applications  are  received  by  my  Department,  which  also 
maintains  the  Planning  Register  and  Planning  Index  Maps.  Enquirers  are 
advised  on  Planning  matters  generally  and  inspections  made  on  behalf 
of  the  Planning  Authority,  to  whom  reports  are  furnished  on  known 
contraventions. 

901  Planning  applications  were  received,  and  one  thousand  one  hundred 
and  eighty  two  visits  and  inspections  made. 
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A  joint  meeting  of  the  Development  Sub-Committee  and  the  Public 
Health  and  General  Purposes  Committee  was  held  to  consider  a  schedule 
of  objections  to  the  Ringwood  Draft  Town  Centre  Map,  published  in 
November,  1967;  it  was  agreed  to  support  the  Parish  Council  in  their 
objection  to  the  proposed  new  road  through  The  Carvers  sports  ground, 
but  that  the  objection  to  the  proposed  road  through  the  site  of  the 
Regal  Cinema  should  not  be  supported.  The  same  Joint  Committee 
considered  the  re-development  of  the  Town  Centre,  and  it  was  agreed 
that  it  might  be  appropriate  for  the  Council  to  appoint  Consultants  to 
advise  them,  when  the  time  was  opportune,  in  dealings  with  Development 
Companies  who  had  approached  them  with  comprehensive  re-develop¬ 
ment  proposals  for  the  Town  Centre. 

A  joint  Committee  considered  further  the  County  Council’s  proposed 
South  West  Area  Draft  Country  Policies,  which  are  at  the  moment 
confidential. 

The  County  Council  was  informed  that  this  Council  favoured  further 
land  at  Sandleheath  being  zoned  for  light  industrial  development,  but 
the  County  replied  that  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Trade  was 
unlikely  to  issue  an  Industrial  Development  Certificate  for  this  or  any 
other  land  in  Fordingbridge,  no  change  was  proposed  in  the  adopted 
Township  Plan.  A  tentative  approach  was  made  to  British  Rail  regard¬ 
ing  the  purchase  of  the  disused  Station  at  Fordingbridge  for  light 
industrial  use,  but  no  further  action  taken  when  it  was  learned  that  they 
were  already  negotiating  at  a  substantial  figure  with  another  interested 
party. 

A  revised  draft  Village  Plan  for  Bransgore,  received  from  the  County 
Council  and  still  in  the  confidential  stage,  was  referred  back  to  them 
with  strong  objections  and  a  request  for  re-consideration. 

LOCAL  AUTHORITIES  (HISTORIC  BUILDINGS) 

ACT,  1962 

The  Council  were  asked  to  re-consider  their  decision  not  to  make  a 
grant,  in  view  of  the  economic  situation,  in  respect  of  a  property  at 
Breamore,  but  adhered  to  their  previous  decision. 

DANGEROUS  BUILDINGS 

No  Statutory  action  was  taken.  2  informal  Notices  were  served  and 
complied  with. 

Eleven  visits  and  inspections  were  made. 

TRUNK  ROADS 

The  Minister  of  Transport  confirmed  the  making  of  a  compulsory 
purchase  order  in  respect  of  land  required  for  the  improvement  of  Trunk 
Road  A.31  from  Poulner  Hill  to  Picket  Post;  no  objections  were  raised 
by  the  Council  to  a  slight  re-alignment  of  the  eastern  end  of  the  Poulner 
Hill  scheme.  Works  on  the  Ringwood/Boumemouth  Spur  Road  are 
well  advanced,  the  contract  being  due  for  completion  in  October,  1969. 
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ROAD  ACCIDENTS 

A  report  on  road  accidents  was  received  from  the  Chief  Constable  of 
Hampshire  and  the  Isle  of  Wight  each  quarter,  showing  a  total  of  203 
injury  accidents  and  305  casualties  (19  fatal)  in  this  Rural  District  for 
the  year,  compared  with  190  and  283  with  6  fatal  in  the  previous  year, 
and  giving  a  breakdown  of  causes,  vehicles  and  fatal  or  non-fatal  casualties 
in  separate  classes  of  road  users. 

HOUSING  SITES 

The  remaining  twenty-one  of  the  fifty-two  houses  on  land  adjoining 
the  existing  estate  at  Penny’s  Lane,  Fordingbridge,  for  which  a  tender  of 
£153,681  18s.  Od.  was  accepted,  were  completed;  there  are  twenty-eight 
3-bedroomed  houses,  sixteen  2-bedroomed  houses,  four  2-bedroomed 
bungalows  and  four  1-bedroomed  flats,  with  twenty-eight  garages.  The 
contract  for  the  erection  of  eight  3-bedroomed  houses,  eight  2-bedroomed 
houses,  two  2-bedroomed  bungalows  and  two  1-bedroomed  bungalows  on 
land  adjoining  the  existing  estate  at  Warnes  Lane,  Burley,  for  which  a 
tender  of  £66,023  Os.  Od.  was  accepted  and  which  commenced  in  Sep¬ 
tember,  1967,  was  completed. 

Planning  consent  was  received  for  the  re-development  of  the  pre¬ 
fabricated  bungalow  site  at  Derritt  Lane,  Brangore,  by  the  erection  of 
six  3-bedroomed  and  four  2-bedroomed  houses  with  ten  garages.  A 
tender  of  £45,237  12s.  5d.  was  accepted  for  this  in  one  contract  with  the 
erection  of  four  1-bedroomed  flats  for  aged  persons  at  Brookside  Road, 
Bransgore,  and  work  commenced  in  November.  Work  also  commenced 
on  the  erection  of  four  3-bedroomed  houses  with  four  garages  at  the 
“Northovers”  site,  Damerham,  for  which  a  tender  of  £14,623  8s.  Od.  was 
accepted. 

Outline  Planning  consent  was  obtained  for  the  erection  of  thirty-six 
old  persons’  flats  and  twenty  garages  in  the  rear  gardens  of  Council 
dwellings  at  Albion  Road/St.  George’s  Road,  Fordingbridge,  to  be  erected 
in  two  stages,  eighteen  1-bedroomed  flats  at  Albion  Road  to  be  proceeded 
with  in  the  first  stage  and  to  be  included  in  the  1969  programme.  A 
plot  of  land,  0.1  acres,  adjoining  Winston  Way,  Ringwood,  was  purchased 
and  Planning  permission  obtained  for  the  erection  of  a  pair  of  3-bed¬ 
roomed  houses,  also  to  be  included  in  the  1969  programme.  Consent 
was  obtained  for  the  erection  of  eight  houses,  four  flats  and  nineteen 
garages  on  the  site  of  the  pre-fabricated  bungalows  at  Footners  Lane, 
Burton,  and  an  outline  application  submitted  on  4  acres  of  land  in  Ring- 
wood  Road,  Bransgore,  opposite  Derritt  Lane. 

The  Ministry  approved  the  layout  of  fourteen  3-bedroomed  houses  on 
the  Old  Barn  site,  Eastfield  Lane,  Ringwood,  for  which  Planning  consent 
has  been  obtained  and  which  will  be  included  in  the  1969  programme. 
Also  in  the  programme  is  the  re-development  of  the  two  pre-fabricated 
bungalow  sites  in  Ringwood,  being  ten  2-bedroomed  bungalows  and  five 
garages  at  Parsonage  Barn  Lane  and  seven  3-bedroomed  houses  with 
integral  garages  at  Eastfield  Lane;  it  was  agreed  that  the  sale  of  these 
latter  houses  would  be  considered. 
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Action  in  respect  of  the  land  adjoining  Sandy  Plot,  Burton,  was  de¬ 
ferred  in  1967  for  further  information  to  be  obtained  regarding  the  pro¬ 
posed  major  traffic  Routes  10  and  15,  the  location  of  which  will  affect 
the  site;  no  further  information  was  forthcoming  and  as  it  appeared 
that  the  County  Council  did  not  feel  sufficiently  strongly  about  the  issue 
to  refuse  Planning  permission  and  pay  compensation,  it  was  agreed  that 
development  consisting  of  the  erection  of  sixteen  dwellings  and  thirty- 
seven  garages  should  proceed  in  1969. 

Planning  applications  were  made  in  respect  of  sites  at  The  Marsh, 
Breamore,  and  in  the  High  Street,  Damerham,  but  were  not  proceeded 
with  because  of  objections.  It  was  eventually  agreed  to  negotiate  for  land 
opposite  the  existing  Council  dwellings  at  West  Park  Lane,  Damerham, 
on  which  a  Planning  application  has  been  submitted  for  the  erection  of 
twelve  dwellings. 

The  Council  considered  the  purchase  of  a  site  of  approximately  1J  acres 
at  Stony  Lane,  Burton,  but  Planning  permission  was  refused;  also  a  site  of 
3j  acres  at  the  rear  of  Council  dwellings  at  Moortown,  Ringwood,  but 
the  Planning  Authority  indicated  that  permission  was  unlikely  to  be  given 
here  either.  Negotiations  were  entered  into  in  respect  of  a  site  of  2.7  acres 
offered  to  the  Council  at  Hightown  Road,  Ringwood,  which  has  permission 
for  the  erection  of  twenty-nine  dwellings.  A  small  piece  of  land,  formerly 
the  site  of  tennis  courts,  adjoining  land  owned  by  the  Council  off  Alexandra 
Road,  Fordingbridge,  was  purchased. 

Fifty  four  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  sites  and  one 
hundred  and  three  in  respect  of  capital  works  in  progress.

It  has  already  been  agreed  that  all  Council  dwellings  will  now  be  built 
to  maximum  Parker  Morris  standards,  with  gas  fired  warm  air  heating 
where  this  is  available  and  in  other  cases  “Parkray”  boilers. 

Messrs.  Thamar  Design  Ltd.  of  Marlow  have  been  appointed  to  act  as 
the  Council’s  Architects  for  this  programme,  in  place  of  The  Homeville 
Company  Ltd.,  as  it  was  felt  that  this  latter  Company  had  become  too 
large  and  remote  to  serve  the  needs  of  the  Council  in  the  comparatively 
small  schemes  which  they  were  now  undertaking.

Fifty  five  visits  and  inspections  were  made  in  respect  of  the  maintenance 
of  Council  Caravan  Sites. 

One  house  at  Spittlefields,  Ringwood,  was  sold  to  the  tenant,  and 
enquiries  received  regarding  8  other  Council  dwellings.  The  6  pre-fab¬ 
ricated  bungalows  at  Wames  Lane,  Burley,  were  sold  and  the  site  cleared. 

Tenders  amounting  to  £10,120  15s.  Od.  were  accepted  for  external 
painting  of  420  dwellings;  owing  to  inclement  weather  works  to  102  of 
these  dwellings  were  deferred  until  1969.  Internal  decorating  works  were 
carried  out  at  a  cost  of  £1,269  0s.  Od.  to  90  dwellings  occupied  by  aged  or 
infirm  tenants;  the  existing  arrangements  whereby  tenants  are  supplied 
with  distemper  and  Ceilingite  in  order  to  carry  out  their  own  re-decorations 
were  continued.  A  tender  of  £2,317  5s.  8d.  was  accepted  for  electrical 
installations  to  100  dwellings,  designed  to  bring  these  up  to  the  minimum 
standard  of  one  13  amp.  point  in  each  room  and  a  cooker  control  panel  in 
the  kitchen;  some  200  dwellings  are  still  below  this  standard.  The 
practice  of  checking  and  improving  such  installations  upon  changes  of 
tenancy  was  continued.  A  further  17  immersion  heaters  were  installed  at 
tenants*  requests,  making  a  total  of  681,  a  charge  of  6d.  per  week  being 
made  to  the  tenant. 

56  “Alico”  ranges  in  dwellings  throughout  the  District  occupied  by 
elderly  tenants  were  replaced  with  open  fireplaces  at  a  cost  of  £3,702  0s. 
Od.  as  part  of  the  five-year  programme  to  replace  the  250  ranges  still  in 
use.  An  addition  containing  two  bedrooms  was  built  on  to  a  dwelling  at 
Thomeyhill,  occupied  and  overcrowded  by  a  gypsy  family. 
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The  Housing  Committee  made  their  triennial  inspection  of  housing 
estates  in  June  and  July.
